The system with branches will be about 300 mTes long and is own^d 
outright by ex-Senator Dav;s. He owns about 100,000 acres of land, largely in 
Eitd-jlph, Braxton, Kiravha, Marion, and Webster counties. Ex-Senator 
Divis' wealth is conservat ve'y estimited at 80.000.000.

NEW YORK STREETS. 


How Some of the Old Ones Gained Their 


The churchwardens of old Trinity 


church had more to do with naming 
the streets in the lower part of old New 
York than all other authorities com- 
bined. To be sure, the quaint burgo- 
masters, before the first Trinity church 
was built, after hearing the pros nnd 
cons of landowners, found names for 
many streets significant of certain es- 
tablished facts, for streets and byways 
below Maiden lane on the easterly side 
of the Heere atraat, afterward changed 
to Great George street, in honor of 
King George, by the authorities of 
Trinity. Then our patriots ignored the 
name and called it Bloomlngdale rond 
and then the Broad way, simplified 
into Broadway. 


The present Trinity churcb, at the 


head of Wall street, is the third edifice 
of that name, the two preceding struc- 
tures erected upon the same ground 
having been burned, but the first was 
one of tlie first churches erected in this 
city, and Trinity has always been the 
wealthiest corporation, patronized by 
the richest and most influential families 
(or ages. The churchwardens of this 
church had their own way about nam- 
ing the streets from the church to 
what is now Twcuty-third street, west 
of Broadway", along the Hudson river 
front, because they owned that im- 
mense property. 


In the olden time Queen Anne of 


England owned what was known as 
the Queen's farm, which covered the 
land commencing at St. Paul's churcb 
And extending to what is now Twenty- 
third street, bounded by Broadway on 
the east nnd the Hudson river on the 
west 


Vestry street was so styled by Trin- 


ity because the church had a vestry to 
that street between Hudson and Green- 
wich streets. 
Church street was so 


called because it bounded the west 
side of St Paul's churchyard. 
Rector 


Street was honored by the residence of 
the rector of Trinity. Barclay nnd Ve- 
Bey streets were named after two cler- 
gymen of the church. 


Trinity's officers determined that the 


main artery of the city should run 
through its land, and, grounded in their 
belief ia their ability to carry out their 
Intention, Hudson street wns Inid out. 
Bt John's park nnd many other im- 
provements were offered as induce- 
ments to purchasers of land, and St. 
John's chapel was erected and finished 
In 1803, one of the handsomest pieces 
of church architecture in the city. 
Trinity counted without an expression 
of the majority of the people and fail- 
ed In its endeavor. 


The arrogance of the church fretted 


the good people, nnd more to spite the 
churchwnrdens than because Broad- 
way was nearer the center of the city 
Broadway acquired the preference, nut] 
the glory of Hudson street departed, 
never to return. 


It has been remarked that the streets 


laid out by Trinity on the farm are all 
perfectly straight, while many in the 
lower part of the city are wonderfully 
crooked. The explanation of this lies 
in the fact that scarcely a small hill 
existed on the farm, while below there 
crooked lanes and byways, to say noth 
Ing of cow paths, were turned into 
streets, which ran in devious ways 
around hills, valleys and swamps. 
Many streets were named after the 
owners of property ndjncent to or 
through which the ways were laid. 


Moore street was originally the line 


of the first wharf erected in the city. 
Colonel Moore was formerly a large 
owner of the lots when first built upon. 
John street was named after John 
Harpendlug, who resided in Broadway, 
nnd John street when first laid out 
passed through his garden. Cortlandt, 
Dey and Beekman streets were carried 
through the property of the men after 
whom they were named. Ann street 
was named after Ann Beekmnn. Van- 
dowater, Roosevelt, Rutgers, Gouver- 
neur, Harrison, Lispennrd, Bnynrd, De 
Lancey, Klvington nnd Wlllett streets 
were so designated because they pass- 
ed through the property of people bear- 
ing these names. 


Hester street was named after one of 


the Bayard family nnd Catharine after 
Catharine Rutgers. Henry street was 
named after a son of the Rutgers fam- 
ily, aud Jacob street bounded the Ja- 
«ob Leisler estate. Frankfort street 
was nlso a boundary of the same es- 
tate, Leisler was a native of Frank- 
furt James street was named after n 
member of the De Lancey family, ns 
"was also Oliver street. Batavia lane 
•was so called because the Roosevelt 
estate, through which this street was 
run, was called New Bntavia. 


Division street was originally the di- 


vision line between the De Lancey and 
Rutgers farms. 
Leonard street was 


named after one of the Llspenards, 
nnd Orchard street was cut through 
the orchard of the De Lnncey farm. 
Sheriff street wns called after Sheriff 
Wlllett, through whose estate it was 
carried. Mangin and Goerck streets 
were named after the two city survey- 
ors who laid out the river line. 


The first mayor of New York after 


the Revolution, n true patriot, was 
James Duane, who was honored by the 
naming of Duane street after him. 


ElrA, Orange mid Mulberry streets 


were laid out through public property 
in ihe vicinity of the Collect pond and 
owe their names to the peculiarities 
they suggest. Cherry street was origi- 
nally run through "the road by the 
cherry; trees" nnd named accordingly. 
—New York Herald.

HONEYBEE QUEENS. 


The Manner In Which Tliey arc Fed bj the 


Workeri. 


Tlie safeguards provided iigninst the 


admlulstratioii of poison to the despotic 
oriental rulers are rudimentary com- 
pared TV i lli those which stand between 


.•CDS of tlie honeybee and suuli a 


risk. Curiously enough, this is a phaso 
ol' tin: internal economy of the bee- 
hive which appears tu have escajxxl 
observation. 


In tlie British isles no x>oisonous 


honey is collected. If it exists the bees 
have learned to avoid it 
Probably 


there is none, as the honey from at 
lonst one dangerous plant, the deadly 
nightshade, is harmless. 
Ivy honey 


would be the most suspicious of any 
gathered ou a large scale, and it only 
exerts, so far ns observation goes, a 
slightly laxative effect on the digestive 
organs. 
Although in this country no 


poisonous honey is known, it is inet 
with lu other places, notably in Asiatic 
Turkey. 
It was iu this region that 


Xcuophou'u soldiers were poisoned 
2,300 years ago by honey from the 
Azelia pontica, n plant which still 
flourishes in Armenia. Some centuries 
later a Itouian army suffered similarly, 
but 
less severely, there being no 


deaths. 


The precaution of compelling the 


cook to eat a portion,of every dish, 
which is the usual safeguard of des- 
potic rulers, or the still more primitive 
plan of giving the first helping to a 
little dog, can be eluded by a clever 
Borgia by having only one-half of a 
bird or pastry poisoned. Iu a wasps' 
nest oiifu forager ou returning pro- 
ceeds directly to the queeu and offers 
refreshment 
Consequently the queen 


is sometimes destroyed by slowly act 
Ing poison. Further as regards wasps, 
it is observed that when any larva; 
not recently fed perceive the queen re- 
ceiving food they become restless. If 
nearly grown they wag their heads in 
a suggestive way, which plainly con- 
veys a demand for a share. 
Each 


forager after feeding the queen gives 
the balance of his load direct to the 
nurses. 


In the case of the honeybee one pos- 


sible reason why no virulently poison- 
ous honey reaches the hive may bo 
that the insect foolish enough to col- 
lect any would probably die, ns the so 
called honey sack is really a stomach 
in which a preliminary digestive proc- 
ess proceeds. This is proved by the 
polariscope, which shows that, while 
the nectar of the flowers is pure cane 
sugar, or levulose, the substance in the 
hive cells is sacrometrically half dex- 
trose and half cane sugar. Dextrose Is 
invert sugar, a coarse variety of which 
is the glucose of commerce. Forager 
bees returning to the beehive place the 
half digested product known as honey 
in their storeroom with other honey. 
This mixing w<*ild have the effect ol 
attenuating a poisoned load should 
such be brought in. 


Foraging bees never feed the queen 


or young larva?, but they give a mouth- 
ful or two to drones in passing. Just 
before scaling for the metamorphosis 
workers and drones are fed with honey 
mixed with pollen. Xot so the young 
queens, who only get a further supply 
of 
the 
redigested milky substance 


known DEI chyle, which is the suste 
nance of all larv* indiscriminately dur 
ing the first three days of their exist 
ence. During the chrysalis stage there- 
is no feeding. It is the business of a 
gang, distinct for the time being, to ca 
ter for the queen aud young. 
They 


bring the food from the stores and sub 
mit it to the digestive process referred 
to, after which it is regurgitated to 
supply the needs of tlie queen nnd 
young larvas. The attendants are uu 
merous, and each supplies only a mi 
nute quantity. The queen bee is so 
constituted that her digestive system is 
capable of assimilating only the pre 
pared food of chyle. She will die in a 
few hours on a comb containing honey 
although kept at the temperature o 
the hive. 


Thus it would appear that the safe 


guards are: 


First—A bee collecting poisonous 


honey 
would probably die before 


reaching the hive. 


Second.—If one succeeded in deposit 


Ing poisoned honey, the elrcumstanc 
that it did so would prove the poison 
to be not virulent, and its mixture 
with' other honey in tho storeroom 
would still further attenuate the poi 
son and render it harmless. This is 
the stage at which the product be- 
comes human food. It has, as stated 
above, occurred that poisoned honey 
has passed both these lines of defense. 


Third.—Should the honey be still del 


eterious the alimentary attendants o. 
the queen would first suffer, and onlj 
those bringing wholesome food wouk 
reach her, as a struggle for the privi 
lege of feeding her majesty is continu 
ally in progress.

It is safe to say that over half of the 


American people are ready to pull up 
and mo\e on any MH^V of bettering 
their lin.incial fonditMii. when most of 
them could belter ;' m,-elves right 
v\bere they are if they oniy went to 
woik in the right way. 


Poultry bees and fruit crowing work 


splendidly together. '1 ho lien.- are the 
only live thing it 1* safe to give the run 
of the orchard to, and they do a good 
work on ihe bugs and grubs, while the 
bees perform a most beneficent mission 
in fertilizing the bloom of the fruit 
trees. 


Many men are opposed to the re- 


moval of the cornstaJks from the field 
as a fodder crop on the ground that 
such a course tends to impoverish the 
soil. A clover rotation once in six or 
seven years will put more fertility into 
the soil twice over than could ever be 
extracted from the decaying stalks. 


Good farming is well nigh Impossible 


without the aid of a legume crop in the 
course of rotation. It seems almost im- 
possible to make one-half of our west- 
ern farmers understand that throwing 
out entirely the value of the clover 
plant as a forage crop, it is still the 
beet crop which the farm produces in 
the sole matter of fertilizing and reno- 
vating worn and exhausted soils. 


If we have farm produce to sell we 


find Iu tl e long run that it pays best 
to let It go whenever it brings a fair 
price. When corn brines 50 cents n 
bushel, hay SG a ton, outs 40 cents, 
wheat SO cents, hogs 84.50, we would 
always sell rather than hold. There is 
an unavoidable loss connected with 
holding farm produce after it is ready 
for market—shrinkage, rattage, deteri- 
oration of quality. 


When it is remembered that it is pos- 


sible for one bushel of seed corn to 
produce 700 bushels of corn under fa- 
vorable conditions it will be readily 
seen that no seed the farmer plants is 
more perfectly under his control. Xot 
only should each ear of corn used for 
seed be carefully inspected and select- 
ed, but U would pay to go even fur- 
ther and make each kernel used a sub- 
ject of investigation. 
It is right in 


this line where lie almost untold possi- 
bilities in connection with the improve- 
ment of the corn crop.

It 
Is worth noting that this macaroni 
wheat Is very much richer In protein 
content than other wheats and sug- 
gests that even if It cannot find a 
ready market for use in the manufac- 
ture of macaroni products It still will 
prove a most valuable food for stock.

-nus. It is a beautiful tree and has 


much handsomer flowers than any oth- 
r ash. In some parts of Sicily trees 
re planted especially for these sub- 
tances which they yield, just as in 
ome parts of our country the sugar 
maple is planted for Its sugar. The 
sh trees are tapped when, about ten 
years old. A transverse cut Is made 


bout one-third of thu circumference of 
the treo, a numb«r of these transverse 
nts being iimdo one above the other. 
As many as forty-five cuts are fre- 
juently made in one large trunk. 


In some countries where manna Is 
ollected it is done by inserting tubes, 
ust as is the case of collecting the 
aple sugar, but where these cuts are 


nade the turn runs down the trunk 
nd hardens. 
The following season 


uts are made ju»t above those of the 
irevious year. 
After this has been 


hrce years iu progress the stems are 
ut down and the new crop of shoots 
eft to get matured. Sometimes, how- 
ver, the stems are left standing four 
years before being finally cut away.
